Rer. Dr. M. Machol, in a sermon, delivered 
recently at the Eagle Street Synagogue, 
Cleveland, O., claimed that the ten tribes 
were lost because they conformed to the na- 
tlon among whom they ware taken. There- 
fore, to maintain theit/individuality, which 
was their pride and‘ glory, as a people, the 
Jews must rigorously observe their ancient 
laws and customs. Ho closed by exhorting 
his hearers to cling to their Jewish peculi- 
arities as/the only moans of perpetuating 
their race. 

Such a doctrine Is strange, indeed, in the 
midst of a Republic formed of all nationali- 
tles and races, and whose perpetuity depends 
on the thorough blending and assimilation 
of these discordant elements. In the old 
world the Jew has a right to preserve a dis- 
tinct type, but when he becomes a citizen of 
this country, he accepts a broader view of 
life aud destiny. He is not under the laws 
of Moses, but of the United States; not aslave 
to Jehovah, but a free man.

But the most important functlons of the 


brain are psychic. It is the home of the 
eternal man, the vu and the source of all 
varieties of character, Yet the medical pro- 
fession has become so intensely materialise 
tie, so utterly hostile to psychic conceptions, 
that it either becomes paralyzed in the pres 
ence of psychic phenomena. or keis carefal- 
ly . from the scene in which hey appear. 
It neither attempts to account for the varle- 
ties of natural character, nor to solve the 
mystery that certain mental characteristics 
go with certain diseases, and certain mental 
conditions produce characteristic effects on 
the body. 

So far as the aclence of the brain te con- 
cerned, which is a science of combined pay- 
cho-physlological action, the medical col- 
leges know as little to-day us they did gtty 
years ago; for the discoveries whieh they 
have made have heen newtralized in value by 
their positive errpre, and their profound ig- 
norance of every| psychic fonction. 

The experiments of Ferrier upon the brains 
of animals iinattate the beau ideal of ma- 
tesialistic physio applied to rigorous in- 
vestigation. Bat\what can Ferrier, Sehiff, 
Jackson, Bastian abd others contribute to a 

ust understanding of the brain, when they 
gnore ite chief fan sas the seat of con- 
ions, intelligent, emotional life. whieh 
gives the character of Us. being, and confine 
themeelves to {ts immediate action on motor 
and sensitive nerves? What can we expect 
but a mediey and chaos of disjointed theories, 
It is not strange. that in these blindfold in- 
vestigayons conclusions have been reached 
which contradict experlence, common sense 
and the well-settled truthe of physiology. 
The front lobe of the brain has been pro- 
nounced the seat of certain muscular pores, 
when we know that it is entirely void 
muscular functions,.and its total ablation. 
han no effect on the museular capacities. 

There {a an impassable gulf between the 
materialietio or merely mechauleal phyeiolo- 
gy, which denies the existence of a soul, and 
u true anthropology, which comprehenda 
man's entife being; and it Ia only in aueh an 
aatinepolegy thes the philosophy of medical 
sclenee ran be found. But medical colleges 
have no anthropology, and so acre is 
the collegiaté intellect benumbed by me- 
chanical modes of thought and the power of 
professional authority, that it is apparently 
noconselous of its ignorance, and does not 
reflect that its biology most be completed WA 
a thorough knowledge of the brain before ſit 
can approximate a philosophy.

SAVED BY A MIRACLE, 


The Perila Surrounding the Crear of Russia 
Te Mynterious Visitor Whose Business 
Brooked no Delay—A Secret which the 
Nihilists Themselves Cannot Decover, 


— the “forbidden literature” now 
cireulating in Russin is the storyf the most 
daring and dramatic plots ever recorded in 
the history of political assassination. The 
narrative is founded on events which are 
sald to have taken face In St. Petersburg. 
stiortly after General Gourko had been called 
from Odessa to act ax quast-military Governor 
of the Russlan capital. One bright May 
morning, when the excitement wus at its 
height, the watchful eye ofa 1 post- 
ed at the top of the Novaky Prospect caught 
sight of an equipage coming up the thor- 
oughfare atatrot. It bore armorial devices 
well known in the Russian capital; the - 
man wan there, who persisted in being whg- 
ged in deflance of his master’s orders. to the 
great merriment of St. 5 Jebus; on 
each side rode the regular escort of alx mount- 
ed Cossacks, each holding hia lance in rest 
and wearing his ball of forage aoe over 
lis shoulder, more as if he was campaigning 
on the Don than upon—civil service u the 
streets of the capital. General Gourko apd 
his eseort—the guardian of the peace had 
easily recognized and hastily saluted his 
chief, the new Prefect of Police —turned into 
the Cavalry parade, at the top of the Narsky 
Prospect, and at once made their ay into 
the Alexander square, ou the Neva side of 
which rose the massive and somewhat fan- 
tastle outlines of the Winter Palace. The 
equipage having drawn up at the side en- 
trance of the building, the General alighted 
and rang. On the door-keeper presenting 
himself—an officer of the Emperor's private 
guard—the Prefect briefly stated the object 
of hia visit. Ile desired an immediate con- 
ference with the Czar. The hour was early, 
true, day having obly just dawned. At the 
same tine his busiieas brooked no delay—it 
concerned the safety of the Emperor: ulm- 
self. The janitor was at first inexorable, ex- 
1 that his imperial master had 
en Already in bed an hour. Yet at last he 
ylelded. Up the broad. staircase they went 
together, They trod, on gorgeous carpets, 
brushed past the wealth of the Winter Palace 
in malachite and lapis lazall. only pausing 
{n their ascent when they had reached a 
4 ifs N to one ot the capacious 
alons. At this point, General Gourko was 
instructed to wait. At this point, too, the 
Czar's officer seems to have. repented of his 
decision, The narrative representa him as 
closely scrutinizing the Prefect of Police in 
8 light, and of subsequently pro- 
e ogin the direction of the Emperor's 
sleeping apartments, In no great haste to 
Srouse royalty from its firat slumber. The 
lan did not arouse the Czar at all. What he 
did was to descend to the guard-room and 
despatobed a messenger. The man left the 
palace on the Neva side. He there took a 
droshky, and drove past the side entrance 
into the Neveky. During his absence the 
Czar calmly slept on; General Gourko, im- 
patiently paced the salon, and the military 
guardian of the imperial bedchamber went 
about giving some orders to thé palace 
guards. 

In a quarter of an hour the messenger re- 
turned. He had been sent to General Gour- 
ko's residence, in the Nevsky Prospect, and 
he brought back the information that the 
Prefect of Police was at that moment in bed. 
The early visitor was thus an ighpostor. He 
was something more; for from his pockets, 
after he had been seized aml pinioned, they 
drew forth a six-barrelled revolver ald a two- 
edged hunting knife. The Czar’s life had 
been saved, yet it had hung fora few mo- 
ments in the balance. The made-up Gourko 
the Prefect of Police, imitated down to the 
minutest details of hair, complexion and wig 
might have deceived even the K 
himself. N.

Tho Old South Chureh in Boston, the larg- 
est and most influential of the orthodox 
churches of New England, has departed from 
the standards and chosen a preacher who 18

afraid or ashamed to proclaim his unortho- 
doxy before the counell called to install him. 
Tho Rev. Geo, Gordon of Greenwich, Conn., a 
graduate of Yale, was called as pastor some 
time ago, but circumstances then prevented 
his acceptancoof the call, The church wait- 
ed till the obstacle was removed and then 13 
sued a call for’acouneil to Install him. Know- 
Ing his advanced views, the church caused It 
to be made known, In the letters missive sent 
to the churches that it was satisfied, and the 
minister would be Installed whether the coun- 
cil approved the act or not. A large council 
composed of delegates from all the Congré- 
gational churches in Roston, and a number 
of distinguished ministers from other places 
met, and Mr. Gordon read a statemont of his 
belief. Newspaper report says: 


“ He defined ain as a bad spiritual state, and 


ald that the consclousness that accompanies 
that state is its punishment. There was no 
Unitarianism in his creed, for he distinctly 
avowed belief fa Christ as God, but when he 
came to discuss the question of retribution 
he disclosed the so-called waren: “Heo do- 
clared that the soul which was in sin was at 
enmity with God, and that as long as the 
state of sin continued so long would the hos- 
tile relation continue. If a soul should con- 
tinue in sin after mortal death, its punish- 
ment would also continue, but he could not 
say that souls would thus continue. The 
scriptures, be was willing to admit, taught 
the possibility of such an unending course 
of sin, and consequently of yoy eed 
ment.

that Christ came to reveal God's character to 
men and that his death was not a propitia- 
tion; that the eplstle to tho Hebrewa was an 
enigma, and that the words “ eternal life” 
had reference to quality and not duration. 
The Council then, went into secret session, 
and after ot debate, voted, forty-eight to 
sixteen, to. install Mr. Gordon,—Dr. Webb

Decadence of the Ministry. 


The timo had been, and not so long ago, 
when the clergy were supreme in the do- 


maln of thought. They were the most cul-» 


tured men of their day, the sacredness of 
their office surrounding them with a halo of 
sanctity, thelr judgment was held to be al- 
most a divine judgment—they were a power 
In the Jand that none dared to gainsay, Now, 
all this is changed. A church Istens critl- 
cally to candidates, makes its selection, and 
—never ceases to criticise, is prompt to dis- 
miss, if the preacher falls below their ox- 
pectations, ‘The preacher is no longer deem- 
ed ex officio holy; hia opinion ls worth less 
than that of another man, often, for It is apt 
to be-unpractical. The very withdrawal 
from the affairs of the world which used to 
be the source of his power, now diminishes 
his influence below the average. Bishop Lit- 
tlejohn, lecturing before the General Theo- 
logical Seminary df the Episcopal Church. 
points out the decadence of the ministry in 
the control of education. The following is 
the newspaper report of his remarks: 


“ The cle 
ed class, 


Whenee comes this dethronement of the 
clergy? There are several reasons. They 
are not active citizens, generally; would 
much rather speculate on the material of the 
aul left at Troas, than on the best 
means of removing n great evil from among 
us. They can denounce, can stir up opposi- 
tlon, but they do not know how to do the 
World's work, and so a eae aside, or 
quietly ignored. 2a 

They are not the most learned\men of their 
time now. Numbers of men who have taken 
up spiritual studies, surpass them, even’ in 
their own chosen fields of effort—mén whose 
thought Is of to day, us close, as logical, but 
put in the words of to-day. The clergy are 
learned, but no louger remarkably 80. He- 
sides this, thelr conrse of training is such as 
to make them, as to religious expression, 
mode of exegesis, etc., very nearly all Alke; 
individuality is greatly repressed. They 
must take u certain range of subjects, treat 
them In the regalar way; all brthodox tradi- 
tons must be respected—a text 1s held to be 
sufficient anawer to any fact. Just now, In 
our midst, texts are at a discount, doctrines 
are doubtful, and preachers are valued chicf- 
ly in proportion to the effectiveness of their 
oratory. Their congregations will not dis- 
pute with them, but do not reverenct them. 

Nor are they as effective as they used to be 
as pastors. More than once have the statis- 
tics of the Presbyterian Church shown that 
hosts of the children are not baptized as re- 
quired by the standards of thejr church. In 
large churches the bee. perfane 
tory calls at long Intervals, One lady de- 
clared she had been a member of the church 
three years, and then absented herself three 
years, and the pastor had not called once In 
the six years.’ Not educators, not advisors, 
not distinguished for learning, eminently 
unpractical, the clergy have become mere 
public speakers, judged as other apeakers are, 
with no halo of divinity about them, or even 
about thelr themes. 8 

For, after all, the doc rines they have taught 
have done more than anything else to bring 
them down from their high poaition. igh, 
though false and foolish, views about the insp!- 
ration of the Scripture,have made thelr whole 
teaching apparently unreliable; human na- 
ture natarally turned away from the peralat- 
ent preaching of an eternal hell, which Is not 
inthe Bible, but is a cherished dogma of the 
church: Jesus did not teach the doctrine of 
the Vicarious Atonement, which nien are fast 
coming to the conclasipn cannot be trae,— 
aconclusion univergally accepted by Splrit- 
ualists; and pub! ‘er, hold to be 80 es- 
sential, was neither taught nor practiced by 
Josus the great exemplar. All thes» exploded 
things tend to make the preacher an expens- 
ive gu y and not a teacher of the 
truth; to relegate him chiefly to the position 
of an orator, whose office is simply to “ tichie 
the ears of the groundlings.” 4 

Spiritualists start without venération for 
their spaakers—what decadence is possible 


for them. The signs are that Spiritualism ‘ 


may be all speech-making, without intelli- 
gent, combined action. Little good to the 
world will it be for one class of speakers 
rather than another to have the ear of the 
public, if nothing more is done. Let us see to 
it that all efforts shall be to make Spiritual- 
ism practical, fitted to work good to-day; then

Not alone new forms, larger ranges of 
truth have been received, but new Inventions 
have been made, and, not unseldom, has a 
man's business been successfally conducted 
under spirit advice. Much more often, it 

to be feared, a contrary result h od 
from the spirit teach neorrect and 
dangerous. Bat even this was caused by the 
spiritual condition of those receiving the 
messages. One who allows his judgment 
to sleep, while ho listens with open-mouthed 
awe to any thing given to him as from the 
Spirit-world Invites deception, isin no con- 
dition to understand, or do, the right thing 
atthe right time; even as prophecy would 
fail if it depended upon them for any part 
of the fulfillyent. Far too many are there 
who are not only content with, but draw in- 


to their atmosphere, ignorant. undeveloped 


spirits, who configm these so-called Investi- 
gators in thelr ignorance, their credulity, 
their folly. 


2 Woes‘of Reporters for the Dally Press, 


The most Ill- used person engaged on a dally 
newspaper is the reporter. The editor may 
have sn opinion of his own, and can have 
time and space enough in which to express 
it. He can choose his topic, and, if he knows 
nothing of a subject, can depute somo one 
else to write it up, or down, as his person- 
al views or prejudices, or the policy of the 
paper, may determine. But the reporter isa 
bond slave. He must go whe s is sent, 
must enfeayor to make intel igible reports 
of things beyond his compréhension, and do 
this at high-pressure speed. No wonder he 
bo-often falls, is so often guilty alike of the 
suppressio veri and the suggestio falei. Ata 
recont lecture of one of our most profound 
students, after adjournment there was found 
on the reporter's table, a card inscribed, 
“What Is it all about, anyhow?" the groan 
of a puzzled reporter, who yet must write as 
if he comprehended all that was sald, Aud 
then the merciless peneil of the editor adds 
insult to injury, striking out all those glow- 
ing periods where the reporter, thioking he 


did know something, has “spread himself"; 


so his report, shorn of beauty, is made merely 
u bare statement of a few unimportant facts, 
without any certainty of correctness even 
thon. : 
From this state of affairs it cone that the 
reporter grows careless, his fal sense is 
blunted, He does not so much desire to make 
a good and true report, gs to make one his 
editor will approve, and deal mercifully with 
in the matter of “apace.” Hence, it he is 
ordered to report a splrituallstle gathering, 
and his editor don't belleve .in Spiritualism, 
it is not necessary to know anything about 
the matter, not even enough to attack it in 
telligently, but he can sneer. There is no 
answer toa sneer. The unfortunate report- 


er must do something, and he does all he 1s 


able. 4

Then he 
inquired; “What do you call a narrow road 
with a fence on each side?“ Mrs. S. reptied, 
a lane.“ Now.“ said Ski, “put the two 
together, and you have the geutleman's 
name.”

rule. Their phenomena dented, thoir philds- 
ophy rejected, their religion scorned, be- 
cause “ the majority” had not seen, not un · 
derstood, not felt what the Spirituatists had. 
Few at Srst, almost infinitesimal in compar- 
ison with the jeering multitude by whom 
they were surrounded; yet they have molded 
the world without trying to. They have 
radiated ideas which have penetrated every 
school of thought, and distinctly changed 
men’s modes of thinking. Even those who 
attack Spiritualism do so chiefly because 
they have imbibed some of the spirit of what 
they attack, and turned It to ovil uses,—as 
disease ls “only perverted nutrition.”

Tloticals of all ki ut issued in the 
United States and Canada reach a grand to 
tal of 13.402. This is a net gain of precisely 
1,600 daring the last twelve months, and ex- 
hibits an iucrease of 5,518 over the total num- 
ber published just ten years since. The in- 
crease in 1874 over the total for 1873 was 493. 
During the past year the dailies have in 
creased from 1.138 to 1,254; the weeklies from 
9,062 to 10,028; and the monthlles from 1,1 
to 1499. The greatest Increase is in the 
Western States, Illinois, fcr instance, now 
shows 1,000 papers In place of last year’s total 
of 9O1, while Missouri issues 604 instead of the 
523 reported In 1843, Other leading Western 
States also exhibit a great percentage of iu- 
crease. The total mumber of papers in New 
York State is 1,523, against 1,399 In 1853, Can- 
aa has shared in the general increase. 
Mr. Faweett, of England, in addressing an 
aseempbly of blind persons lately, drew atten- 
ion to the want of organization among the 
numerous societies for the promotion of the 
welfare of the blind. He stated that one per- 
son in every, 1000 in Great Britain ia with- 
out sight. us. iu a town of 40,000 persons 
there may be expected to be about forty blind 
persons, of whom Ove are probably in u post- 
Yon which does not call for extraneous ald.

The dogma of supernaturalism bas been 
considered In some of ita aspects, It remains 
to be considered in the Nght of natyral law. 
So far as existence has become knowh through 


in which this legal Presence becomes mani- 
fest in all operations; which manner of opor- 
ations Ia as constant as are tho conditions and 
relations in the presence of which it appears. 
By natural law ſa meant the mode of opera- 
tion, which Is as universal as are the condi- 
tions and relations in the presence of which 
that particular manner of operation has been 
manifest; that is, where conditions and rela- 
tions are the same, the law will be the same, 
Where these are varied or modified, the mode 
of operation will be varied or modifod ne- 
cordingly. The potential Presence which ap 

pears In these legal operations, would seem 
to be universal and constant; always mani- 
feasting Itsolt according to status in that 
which {8 the subject of such manifestation. 
There are conditions under which it becomes 
manifest only ds a potential Presence, exhib- 
iting in the subject the attribute of inertia. 
There are other conditions under which this 
Presence appears as an organizing force; and 
becomes manifest in creatlog organs and en- 
dowing them with functions, which me 
individual and speejiic. There are other con- 
“itlons under which this Presence appears 
within living organisms, awakening sensa- 
Ulons,with inciplent perceptions and vollitions;

But while man cannot change the opera- 
tlon of any law. while he remains under those 
conditions and in those relations which 
make the law operative, hp can seek condl- 
tions and assume relations, which wih place 
him outside of such legal action, 94d thus 
avold their operation in any desirable par- 
ticular. Thus his pn sical constitution re- 
quires that he should breathe the atmosphere 
to maintain physical life; he can place him- 
self where he cannot obtain the atmosphere 
to breathe. In such case he must die. There- 
fore, if he would live, he is required to main- 
tain true relations to the atmosphere; and 
thus it is in respect to the operations of all 
laws essential to the physical, social, Intel- 
leetual, moral and spiritual well being of the 
individual. It is man’s business to adapt his 
condition and relation to the legal operations 
of the divine government, which is over him; 
for he can be assured that it will not. adapt 
itself to his erratic operations. Ordinarily it 
ls within the power of the individual to adapt 
his state and relation to the just operations 
of natural law. But whether he does or dogs 
not, the law will take Itsjcourse, and ho will 
take the co nences. 

To the extent that man has the means of 
ascertaining the necessary conditions to be 
sought, and the proper refationa to be assum- 
ed and maintained, hie has the power to deter- 
mine, by endeavor at least, his adjustment to 
the normal operations of these laws; and thus 
he becomes responsible for his best endeavor 
to so adjust his purposes and gctions, as to

Nothing can become a 
substitute for them, and be made to perform 
thelr fonctions, If the brains are out the 
man must die, If the her > are consumed, 
ar the heart is destroyed, there is no known 
power in the universe to maintain life in the 
physical system. When one Is sufferlug from 
A dise condition of these organs, that 
alone can give health which can give sound- 
ness to the organs. It they are generally 
sound and only require stimulating to great-- 
er actlon, the nerve forces properly directed 
will do that. If they are too hi hy excited, 
their action may be modified In the same 
manner. There are multitudes of catises op- 
rating to produce debility which are within 
the ‘reach of the mental or spiritual forces; 
bot whatever the force, and by whatever 
agency it may be put In operation, it must 
act in accordance with law, which law is, 
that the functions of the proper organ shall 
be realized by the prone action of the or- 
gans themselves. If such action can not be 
restored to.the organs there is no known pow- 
er anywhere which can save from physical 
death, In such case, the prayers of all the 
saints on earth afd in heaven, would be of 
no avail. They would be asking for a divine 
impossibility, one which could not be grant- 
ed without & reorganization of the universe, 
and an overthrow of the self-existeat and 


In our examinations of these legal opera- 
tlons, which become manifest in the work of 
creation and providence, we have observed 
the orderly manner in which they are carried 
forward; and also the conditions essential to 
such operations. In view of these facts, it 
must be concluded, that there is no way by 
which the operations of divine law can be 
suspended or changed; that the condition and 
relation being assumed, the legal action be-
